Flu claims 4 more 

Vaccination clinics re-open to children, moms-to-be

The same day vaccination 
clinics re-opened across 
the province, officials an¬ 
nounced four more Alber¬ 
tans infected with the 
H1N1 virus have died. 

“Given the amount of in¬ 
fluenza circulating in the 
community now, four 
deaths is not unexpected,” 
Alberta’s senior medical of¬ 
ficer of health Dr. Gerry 
Predy said. “It is tragic, it is 
unfortunate when anybody 
dies but during our seasonal 
influenza, when we get this 
level of activity we’re seeing 
now, we do see deaths.” 


One of the victims was 
from Edmonton. The rest 
were from Calgary, central 
and southern Alberta, re¬ 
spectively. Two were mid¬ 
dle-aged, and two were sen¬ 
iors. Three had pre-existing 
risk factors. 

The news brings the Al¬ 
berta death toll to 18. 

Vaccination clinics re¬ 
opened Thursday, though 
only for young children. 
Pregnant women were to 
join the vaccine priority 
group Friday. 

The number of hospital¬ 
izations from the virus are 
on the rise, Predy said, 
adding 439 people have 
been admitted to hospital 
since April.

Roughly 25 per cent of 
those in intensive care 
have, or are suspected to 
have, the virus. 

Children younger than 
nine years old represent 26 
per cent of H1N1 patients 
hospitalized, but, so far, no 
children in Alberta have 
died from the virus, Predy 
said. 

Lineups at six Edmonton 
vaccination clinics flowed 


smoothly Thursday, though 
some waiting patients were 
redirected to other sites 
with less traffic. 

Though many parents 
brought their children to 
get vaccinated, some, like 
pregnant mom Sharon 
Galbrith, bypassed clinics 
without concern. 

“I don’t know if the vac¬ 
cine will actually protect 
me,” she said, adding her 
three-year-old son Gabriel 
won’t be vaccinated either. 

It is unknown if any of 
the recent H1N1 victims 
were injected with the vac¬ 
cine, Predy said. 

More priority groups are 
expected to be added to the 
vaccination list next week. 


Tories 
split on 
Stelmach 

politics Alberta Premier 
Ed Stelmach faces a criti¬ 
cal leadership review this 
weekend by his own Tory 
party members amid 
growing tension within 
the ranks. 

Stelmach’s plunging 
popularity in recent polls 
has caused two former 
premiers to make rare 
public statements both for 
and against his continued 
leadership. 

Former premier Peter 
Lougheed says the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative party 
needs to rally behind Stel¬ 
mach. 

“We’re into veiy 
challenging times right 
now in the Alberta econo¬ 
my and it’s very important 
that the party be support¬ 
ive of their leader,” said 
Lougheed, who led the To¬ 
ries to power in 1971. 

In contrast, former pre¬ 
mier Ralph Klein said 
recently that he felt Alber¬ 
ta’s business community 
was ready for a change in 
leadership. Klein told The 
Canadian Press last month 
that Stelmach should 
“step down” if he doesn’t 
get at least 70 per cent 
support in the leadership 
vote. 

Klein was forced to 
resign as premier in 2006 
after he received only 55 
per cent support in a lead¬ 
ership review. Alberta’s To¬ 
ries hold the votes in the 
year after a general 
election. 

Stelmach has politely re¬ 
jected Klein’s benchmark, 
but refuses to say how 
much support he feels he 
needs to continue as party 
leader.

Caregiver pay in spotlight 

Campaign seeks to ensure care for those with developmental disabilities

Impending cuts to services 
for the disabled has 
prompted a new 
campaign by an Alberta 
public interest 
organization. 

On Thursday, Public In¬ 
terest Alberta launched 
“Who Cares? Alberta” to 
lobby the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to initiate a three- 
year social infrastructure 
plan. 

Their primary area of in¬ 
terest is ensuring that peo¬ 
ple with developmental 
disabilities have access to 
competent caregivers, ex¬ 
plains Bill Moore-Kilgan- 
non, the executive director 
of Public Interest Alberta. 
Earning near minimum 
wage, caregivers for the 
disabled are often tempted 
by better paying jobs in 
other sectors. The province 
announced that these care-

givers will not receive a 
pay increase as was initial¬ 
ly budgeted, but will in¬ 


stead receive a one-time 
bonus. 

“The fact that we could¬ 


n’t increase the wages to a 
full five per cent this year, 
doesn’t mean that the serv¬ 


ices for persons with devel¬ 
opmental disabilities 
would be any less,” said 
MLA Mary Anne Jablonslci, 
the minister for seniors 
and community supports. 
“We are working within 
the budget restraints that 
we have. ” 

Despite the province’s 
pledge to institute bonuses 
for caregivers, families 
whose children are dis¬ 
abled still struggle to find 
adequate support. Indeed, 
the stresses of day-to-day 
life hinders these families 
from advocating for them¬ 
selves. 

“You are trying to stand 
up and speak but every 
time you turn around the 
government is pushing 
you back down again,” said 
Lorrie Baer, the mother of 
two children with disabili¬ 
ties. “ For (those) caring for 
these kids their whole 
lives, we have no energy to 
say ‘Let’s try to do some¬ 
thing.’”

The biggest winners of the

Africa's eastern edge has 
begun to crack away along 
a 60-kilometre rift that ap¬ 
peared virtually overnight.

Polygamist convicted of sexual assault 


Texas The first polygamist

immediately handcuffed 
and led to jail. Jurors were 
expected to return to court 
Monday to begin deciding 
his sentence on the child 
sexual assault conviction. 
He faces up to 20 years in 
prison. Lawyers in the case 
declined to comment on 
the verdict Thursday. 

Jessop allegedly has nine 
wives. He also faces a 
bigamy charge, but that 
case is to be tried later. The 
girl in the assault case, now 
21, was previously in a spiri¬ 


tual marriage with Jessop’s 
brother before being “reas¬ 
signed” to Jessop when she 
was 15, according to docu¬ 
ments seized at the ranch. 
She became pregnant at age 
16. Forensic experts who 
testified during the trial, 
which began with the 
largest jury pool in the 
small county’s history, said 
there was a nearly 100 per 
cent probability Jessop was 
the father of the woman’s 
daughter, who is now four.

Taking a long view into the future 



s living in one of the 
more remote subdivi¬ 
sions of Edmonton a 
right or a privilege? 

At one time, I might 
have come down on the 
“it’s my right” side of this 
question. But as Edmonton 


grapples with becoming a 
sustainable city, I now 
think it’s a privilege. 

In the past few years, the 
city has approved quite a 
bit of residential develop¬ 
ment on the fringes of the 
city. Whether or not this 
should have been allowed 
to happen is open to de¬ 
bate. However, what’s not 
debatable is the fact that 
urban sprawl comes with a 
high price tag, both envi¬ 
ronmentally and economi¬ 
cally. Except for developers 
and residents, there is no 
real benefit to the city hav¬ 


ing done so. 

However, our municipal 
mavens may be rethinking 
whether or not we really 
need or want this kind of 
development to continue 
unobstructed. Three items 
in the news lately may 
show that we are finally 
getting a handle on exactly 
what kind of city we want 
to be now and in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The first is the sugges¬ 
tion that developers pony 
up a transportation assess¬ 
ment when land is devel¬ 
oped. The rationale is that 


when the population has 
grown to a point that war¬ 
rants it, the city would pro¬ 
vide bus or LRT service to 
the neighbourhood. 

This is thinking that 
looks beyond the present 
and takes a long view to 
the future. We are an auto¬ 
mobile dependant city, and 
that is neither desirable 
nor sustainable. Providing 
LRT access to far-flung 
communities would re¬ 
duce the number of cars 
coming into the down¬ 
town each day and save on 
infrastructure mainte¬ 


nance costs. 

For some developers this 
signals the end of the 
world. Somehow I don’t 
think so. For far too long 
we have let the tail wag 
the dog when it comes to 
developers. 

That’s exactly what hap¬ 
pened when the city al¬ 
lowed the building of 
monster houses on the 
edges of the river valley, 
thus denying the public vi¬ 
sual access to one of the 
major additions to our 
quality of life. Some coun¬ 
cil members are asking if 


this was the right thing to 
do. Good on them. 

The third thing that per¬ 
haps shows a different 
kind of thinking coming to 
the fore is the continued 
approval of high density 
housing in neighbour¬ 
hoods close to the down¬ 
town. If we want to be a 
sustainable city, increased 
densification of existing 
neighbourhoods is crucial 
to reaching that goal.

Opel workers walk off job 


Fearing widespread 
layoffs, thousands of Opel 
workers walked off the job 
across Germany Thursday 
to protest General Motors 
Co/s decision to abandon 
the unit’s sale to new own¬ 
ers. 

Their indignation was 
echoed by Russian and Ger¬ 
man leaders, who both 
questioned GM’s decision. 
Russian Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin claiming 
GM exhibited an “arrogant 
attitude” in abandoning 
months of negotiations. 

Workers at Opel’s head¬ 
quarters in Ruesselsheim 
vented their frustration 
and anger at a rally. 

“Our trust (in GM) is now 
zero, and that is the heart 
of the problem,” Klaus 
Franz, the head of Opel’s 
employee council, told the 
workers.

Northlands has played host 
to the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo (CFR) for the past 35 
years, and it’s thanks to 
the thousands of volun¬ 
teers that the major rodeo 
event goes off without a 
hitch each and every year. 

Volunteers founded 
Northlands in 1879 to 
meet the needs of the agri¬ 
cultural community. So it’s 


fitting that the volunteer 
corps — presently 2,100 
strong — continues to fuel 
the CFR and Farmfair In¬ 
ternational engines. 

“Everybody has an inter¬ 
est, everybody has some¬ 
thing that they love to do 
and they’re passionate 
about, and we’re very 
lucky that so many people 
in the capital region agree 
to volunteer and help out,” 
said Laura Gadowsky, chair 
of Northlands’ volunteer 
co-ordinating committee.

What do you do when a 
goo-pound bucking bronco 
wants you off its back?

Destroyed again 

Director's return is bad news for Earth

When speaking with 
Roland Emmerich, a direc¬ 
tor synonymous with big- 
budget disaster films, the 
first question that comes 
to mind is what, exactly, 
does he have against the 
planet earth? 

“Nothing,” he insists, sit¬ 
ting comfortably in a lodge 
in Jackson Hole, Wy., just 
miles from where he filmed 
much of his latest movie, 
2012 — opening next week 
— was filmed. “Sometimes 
you destroy what you love.” 

After raining destruction 
down upon our planet 
through aliens (Indepen¬ 
dence Day), giant monsters 
(Godzilla) and global warm¬ 
ing (The Day After Tomor¬ 
row), Emmerich admits he 


had reservations about tak¬ 
ing on another project of 
that land. 

“I thought, ‘Should I do 
another disaster movie? An¬ 
other end of the world 
movie?’” Emmerich said. In 
the end, he relented. “I’m 
drawn to disaster movies 
because in disaster movies 
there are no rules, really. As 
long as you tell story lines 
that all converge at the 
end.” 

He also enjoys slipping 
his own agenda into big- 
budget popcorn films, fol¬ 
lowing the belief that a 
spoonful of CGI-enhanced 
destruction will help the 
progressive ideas go down. 

“There’s always this need 
to have some sort of a philo¬ 
sophical or political aspect

in my movies,” said Em¬ 
merich, who also admits he 
can be too subtle. “In Inde¬ 
pendence Day, every¬ 
body thought it was 
blatantly patriotic, 
and nobody saw 
that it was the 
first African-Amer¬ 
ican, WASP and 
Jewish guy working 
together to save the 
world. They didn’t see all 
the little jokes we put in 
about race and religion.” 

For Emmerich’s next fea¬ 
ture, he’s leaving the world 
of catastrophe and special 
effects behind, focusing in¬ 


stead on a very un- 
Emmerich subject: 
The question of who 
actually wrote the 
works of William Shake¬ 
speare. 

Anonymous, set to begin 
filming in March, is a story 
the director has been inter¬ 
ested in for quite some time 
— he first purchased the 


script eight years ago before 
developing it further with 
writer John Orloff. 

“I found it fascinating,” 
Emmerich said. “We had to 
make sure this movie’s not 
a new version of Amadeus,” 
he explains. 

“This has to be more than 
that. It has to be a political 
movie. 


“I’m casting right now, 
and I get all these compli¬ 
ments from these famous 
English actors, and they all 
want to be in my movie,” he 
says with a laugh. “When 
Vanessa Redgrave says it’s 
the best script she has read 
in the last four, five or six 
years, that tells you some¬ 
thing.”

Despite a popular notion, 
not every George Clooney 
movie can be Oscar mate¬ 
rial. This one isn’t, but it is 
an often wickedly funny 
poke at U.S. military 
might. 

Grant Heslov based the 
film on The Men Who Stare 
at Goats, Jon Ronson’s ex¬ 
amination of “the apparent 
madness at the heart of U.S. 
militaiy intelligence” and 
comes up with an unex¬ 
pectedly complex tragicom¬ 
edy and Clooney makes it 
palatable. 

The film details psychic 
warfare techniques al¬ 
legedly developed in an of¬ 
ficial secret unit called the 
New Earth Army, falling in

the youTl-never-believe- 
this categoiy. No perform¬ 
ance, not even Clooney’s, 
can match the story’s fasci¬ 
nating absurdities. 

It’s a desert road romp 
that follows Lyn (Clooney) 
and Bill, a reporter (Ewan 
McGregor) on a mysterious 
mission in the war-torn 
Middle East. Lyn is appar¬ 
ently an undercover opera¬ 
tive with a past and Bill is 
hungry for a story and keen 
to tag along. Lyn tells Bill 
that he is ex-New Earth 
Army and reveals his “pow¬ 
ers” of cloud bursting and 
reading the future. 

According to Lyn’s yarn, 
paranormal applications in 
the military began when a 


Vietnam veteran turned 
hippie named Django (Jeff 
Bridges) declared war on 
war and invited soldiers to 
love the universe. 

Experiments lead to the 
formation of the New 
Earth Army of “psychic sol¬ 
diers” steeped in new age 
philosophy and psy¬ 
chotropics who developed 
the abilities of remote 
viewing, walking through 
walls, killing with a touch, 
stopping a goat’s heart by 
staring forcefully, reading 
minds — strategies meant 
to induce shock, awe, and 
capitulation in the minds 
of the enemy. 

Men is surreal, tragic, 
and funny. Clooney is as 
charismatic and com¬ 
pelling and helps us believe 
a dicey premise. McGregor 
is OK, cast unsubtly as Bill. 

The Men Who Stare at 
Goats is an interesting film 
trapped inside something 
being sold as a mass mar¬ 
ket comedy.

In the first shot of The 
Fourth Kind, Milla Jovovich 
emerges from fog-shroud¬ 
ed woods to inform us that 
the film we are about to 
see is based on real events, 
and that we should make 
up our own minds about 
its contents based on the 
evidence. 

The spectacle of a movie 
star unabashedly pleading 
our indulgence is admit¬ 
tedly disarming, and 
things only get odder from 
there, with a cut to footage 
of the film’s director 
Olatunde Osunsanmi, in¬ 
terviewing Dr. Abigail 
Tyler, a psychiatrist seem¬ 
ingly recovering from 
some severe trauma. 

This sets up a conceit 
whereby the film alternates 
between conventional nar¬ 
rative sequences with

Blair Witch wankeiy, and 
while the gimmick has 
made for good marketing, 
it hampers the onscreen 
product. The few effectively 
staged shocks can’t make 
up for the unintentional hi¬ 
larity of some scenes.

childhood influ¬ 
ence on Richard 
Kelly. 

“The Box was a 
story that I was 
lucky enough to 
stumble upon as a 
child,” Kelly told Metro. “I 
think I was 10 or 11 years 
old when I first read it and 
then I was able to get the 
movie rights years later.” 

Though obviously a stoiy 
that fits into Kelly’s unique 
and dark style of filmmak¬ 
ing, it’s also a far simpler 
tale than his previous 
movies. According to Kelly, 
The Box represented a de¬ 
liberate attempt to scale 
back his ambitions. 

“Coming off of some¬ 
thing as elaborate and com¬ 
plicated as Southland Tales 
I wanted to try something 
much smaller and more

manageable,” revealed Kel¬ 
ly. “It was kind of refresh¬ 
ing for me to be able focus 
on a more intimate stoiy 
about a mar¬ 
ried couple 
and also to 
try and em¬ 
brace the aes¬ 
thetic of 
1970s film- 
making.” Kel¬ 
ly decided to 
set his story 

in the 1970s world of his 
childhood, even basing the 
main characters on his par¬ 
ents. “It was a way to make 
the story emotionally rele¬ 
vant to me and to pay trib¬ 
ute to them and their expe¬ 
riences,” admitted Kelly. 
“Plus this is the kind of 
movie they would love. 
They love Alfred Hitchcock 
films and thrillers.” 


Kelly was also able to 
wrangle some surprising 
talent to score the movie by 
hiring three members of 
The Arcade 
Fire to com¬ 
pose the mu¬ 
sic. “I met 
them at one 
of their con¬ 
certs at the 
Hollywood 
Bowl. I gave 
them the 
script and a CD of Bernard 
Hermann’s score for Verti¬ 
go,” said Kelly. “It wasn’t a 
traditional relationship 
with a composer, but it was 
one of the greatest collabo¬ 
rations that I’ve ever had 
with another artist.”

I've never understood the 
appeal of motion capture 
animation. Sure, Robert Ze¬ 
meckis may have mastered 
the technical trickery of 
making the real Tom Hanks 
look like an animated Tom 
Hanks in 2004’s The Polar 
Express, but I just couldn't 
help thinking, “Why didn't 
you just film the real Tom 
Hanks?" 

The question is raised 
again in the case of A 
Christmas Carol, in which 
Zemeckis hooks Jim Car¬ 
rey up with sensors to 
capture his skillfully-por¬ 
trayed six roles (including 
Ebenezer Scrooge) only to 
animate said characters 
into a 3-D form that essen¬ 
tially strips the life from 
their eyes. 

As if that wasn’t prob¬ 
lematic enough, the Oscar- 
winning director chose 
one of the world’s most 
iconic stories to reproduce 
with this fancy, but ulti¬ 
mately alienating technol¬ 
ogy. 

For those uneducated in 
the ways of Scrooge, he is a 
curmudgeon wrapped up 
in his own selfish misery 
until visited by a series of 
spirits who show him his 
influence on those around 
him. 

Indeed, it’s a tale that 
has resonated with folks 
ever since Charles Dickens 
conceived it in 1843 for its 
wholesome themes of fam¬ 
ily, redemption and self¬ 
lessness which all reflect 
the exact opposite of Ze¬ 
meckis’ main accomplish¬ 
ment with this remake: 
self-indulgently grand- 
standing his own com¬ 
mand of motion-capture 
animation. 

Don’t get me wrong — 
the effects are simply 
stunning. But after the 
initial novelty of the digi¬ 
tal wizardry wears off and 
you seek the warmth and 
heart that’s allowed the 
original story’s longevity, 
you’ll more likely discov-

Resistance grows 

Montreal Electronic act Champion 
embraces rock, adds new vocalist

“In life, if you don't go for¬ 
ward, you go backward.” 

The adage is familiar to 
Maxime Morin, advice 
commonly bestowed on 
him by his father while 
growing up in Quebec. 

It was with that maxim 
in mind the Montreal- 
based DJ, who performs 
under the moniker Cham¬ 
pion, approached his lat¬ 
est album Resistance. The 
followup to 2004’s Chill 
‘Em All certainly does re¬ 
flect progression in the 
electronic artist’s oeuvre, 
with heavier rock influ¬ 
ences and wholly differ¬ 
ent vocal fronting. 

But forward movement 
didn’t come easy to 
Morin. 

“When I started Resist¬ 
ance, after the first six 
months, I really felt I was 
going backward. I wasn’t 
evolving, challenging my¬ 
self, or going anywhere 
other than where I was,” 
he said. Stuck in the mu¬ 
sical mindset he’d perfect¬ 
ed over three years tour¬ 
ing Chill ‘Em All, Morin 
trashed the initial tracks 
he recorded for Resist¬ 
ance and went into seclu¬ 
sion, an act he said was 
key to start recording as 
himself, without external 
influences. 

“When you isolate, you 


give yourself the ability to 
be a loser, to cry. Musical¬ 
ly speaking, you allow 
yourself to compose bad 
songs.” Morin said he was 
able to purge the scraps 
and make strides by ac¬ 
knowledging his personal 
weakness. “We are always 
trying to avoid it in our 
lives, with our ego, trying 
to be good, tough and 
come at the world in our 
best fashion. But weak¬ 
nesses are in us all the 
time.” 

To wean weakness, 
Morin focused on his 
strength: live perform¬ 
ance. Knowing most peo¬ 
ple discover his music 
from Champion’s ener¬ 
gized live sets — always 
more roclc-focused than 
his albums — Morin 
aimed to capitalize on the 
style. 

“Rock is a song but it’s 
also a structure. Rock is 
lyrics-oriented,” he said. 

“In techno we have long 
tracks with no chorus. It’s 
very primitive and I love 
it very much. That was a 
challenge for me, to com¬ 
pose music that was ori¬ 
ented on the lyrics and 
not the music or repeti¬ 
tion.” 

Rock is also fixated on 
the frontman. So while 
Morin’s decision to re¬ 
place Chill ‘Em All’s un¬ 
flappable baritone vocal¬ 
ist Betty Bonifassi (who’s 
since made her own mark

with Montreal electronic 
duo Beast) with Pierre- 
Philippe “Pilou” Cote may 
seem genre-discrepant, he 
justifies the switch on the 
basis of emotional equiva¬ 
lence. 

“At the first concert I 
did with Betty, people 
were telling me, ‘Oh, she 
looks like a junkie on 
stage. That’s awful’,” said 
Morin, “That’s not awful, 
that’s her! To look at her 
being so weak, that’s gor¬ 
geous. I like that.” 

That’s how Morin said 
he knew audiences would 
latch on to Pilou. “He can 
put his soul into it. He is 
intense, he’s not lying 
and he’s all there. If 
you’re fake and trying to 
be rock stars or cheap pop 
crap, of course you have 
to be good liars or actors. 
We’re not.”

thing different.

In the blink of an eye, 
late-night TV is shifting 
from a white men's club 
to the start of a rainbow 
coalition. 

Wanda Sykes’ weekly 
Fox comedy show debuts 
11 p.m. EST Saturday, fol¬ 
lowed by George Lopez’s 
four-night-a-weelc talk 
show on TBS, starting 11 
p.m. EST Monday. They 
join The Mo’Nique Show 
on BET. 

Lopez is counting on an 
audience hungry for some¬ 
thing different — as in the 
first Hispanic to host a 
nighttime talk show on a 
major network, cable or 
broadcast.

As Egypt gears for pop di¬ 
va Beyonce Knowles' first 
performance in North 
Africa, Islamic 
conservatives are 
branding her show an “in¬ 
solent sex party” that 
threatens the Muslim na¬ 
tion's “social peace and 
stability.” 

On giant posters plas¬ 
tered across the Egyptian 
capital advertising the Fri¬ 
day evening concert, Bey¬ 
once sports a revealing, 
flame-covered outfit — a 
sharp contrast to Cairo 
streets, where most 
women wear the tradition¬ 
al Muslim headscarves. 

TV ads promoting the 
show, part of Beyonce’s I 
Am ... world tour, have run 
on Egyptian and Arab 
satellite stations. The tour, 
which also took Beyonce to 
the United Arab Emirates 
last week, had grossed 
$53.5 million as of Octo¬ 
ber, according to Billboard 
magazine. 

But in Egypt, Islamic 
lawmakers and their sup¬ 


porters have waged cam¬ 
paigns on social network¬ 
ing Web sites, accusing the 
government of encourag¬ 
ing debauchery and calling 
for the concert’s cancella- 
tion.“Why are you encour¬ 
aging this insolent sex par¬ 
ty?” lawmaker Hamdi Has- 
san from the opposition 
Muslim Brotherhood 
wrote in a letter to the gov¬ 
ernment. “You are accused 
of disturbing social peace 
and stability, encouraging 
vice and debauchery.” 

Another Islamic lawmak¬ 
er, Ali Laban, called for 
banning the "nudity con¬ 
cert.” A Faceboolc cam¬ 
paign against Beyonce’s 
concert collected nearly 
10,000 supporters. 

But the war of words has 
not derailed the glitzy con¬ 
cert, due hundreds of 
miles south of Cairo in the 
luxury Red Sea resort of 
Port Ghalib. Organizers 
said “ultra” security will be 
deployed to protect the 
thousands of concertgoers.

Rihanna’s message 

Singer tells abused women don't be blinded 


Rihanna said Thursday 
that she regrets returning 
to ex-boyfriend Chris 
Brown after he Left her 
bruised and battered dur¬ 
ing a February assault, 
warning other women fac¬ 
ing domestic violence to 
not let themselves be 
blinded by love. 

“It’s completely normal 
to go back. You start lying 
to yourself,” the 21-year- 
old singer said on Good 
Morning America in her 
first TV interview follow¬ 
ing the beating. “I’ll say 
that to any young girl who 
is going through domestic 
violence: ‘Don’t react off of 
love.’” 

Brown, 20, was arrested 


Feb. 8, hours after he was 
accused of beating Rihan¬ 
na after the couple attend¬ 
ed a pre-Grammy Awards 
party. He later pleaded 
guilty to felony assault and 
a judge ordered Brown and 
Rihanna to stay away from 
each other. 

In the interview, Rihan¬ 
na, who is no longer with 
Brown, said she was 
ashamed to go back to him 
after the attack. 

“That’s embarrassing — 
that’s the type of person I 
fell in love with. So far in 
love, so unconditional, 
that I went back,” she said. 
“That’s not what I want to 
teach people.” 

In her interview with 


Good Morning America, Ri¬ 
hanna said she soon real¬ 
ized that, as a role model 
to young women, her re¬ 
turning to Brown sent the 
wrong message. 

“When I realized that 
my selfish decision for love 
could result in some young 
girl getting killed, I could 
not be easy with that part. 
I couldn’t be held responsi¬ 
ble for telling them, ‘Go 
back,”’ she said. “I didn’t 
realize how much of an 
impact I had on these girls’ 
lives until that happened,” 
she added. “It was a wake- 
up call for me, big time, es¬ 
pecially when I took my¬ 
self out of the situation.”
